It was first thought a pre­ 
liminary protocol might be signed at 
W ashington providing

view of the fact that this concerns di­ 
rectly the armies in the field it is be­ 
lieved that the belligerents will agree 
that the arrangement of the armistice 
be best 
entrusted to Linevitch 
and 
Ovaina, the respective commanders- 
in-chief, who in such event would be 
telegraphed special powers 
to sign. 
The time limit 
of the armistice has 
not been fixed, but it will be compara­ 
tively brief, that the progress of the 
conference may he assisted as much 
as possible. 
Prior to the signing of the armistice, 
however, 
will come the official 
an­ 
nouncement of the Russian and Japa­ 
nese plenipotentiaries. 
Russia has in­ 
dicated that her m ission will be head­ 
ed by M. Nelidoff, the Russian ambas­ 
sador at Paris, and it is understood 
that the emperor has requested Mar­ 
quis Ito to head the Japanese mission,
